JESUS REBUKES INSINCERITY' 
Luke 11:29-44 
Key V erse: He who is not with 
me is a ga last me; and he who 
does not gather with me scatter*, 
Luke ll 23. 
In the first quarter of 1956 the 
study of the life of Jesus C hrist 
as presented by Luke continues. 
During His m inistry Jesus w as re­ 
quired to m eet opposition, p articu ­ 
larly from the religious leaders 
who could not, or would not. un­ 
derstand 
the 
principle* 
of 
His 
teachings. These occasional sh a rp 
exchanges with His critics 
wid­ 
ened the breech between Him and 
official Jew ry. The priests w ere 
annoyed a t the assurance and evi­ 
dent 
knowledge 
of 
this 
self-ap­ 
pointed 
prophet 
from 
N azareth. 
No real prophet had ever com e 
out of Galilee. 
But when Jesus healed the poor 
dumb m an (Luke ll: 14» and He 
was accused of an alliance w ith 


the devil to accom plish this, He 
promptly and vigorously repudiated 
the wicked attack. His sincerity 
and the source of His power had 
been 
questioned! 
The 
criticism 
probably originated in the religious 
hierarchy st Jerusalem , for the 
simple folk of Galilee where it oc­ 
curred would not have suggested it. 
When a m a n s m otives and sincer­ 
ity are impugned, he m ust take a 
stand Jesus had to do the sam e 
Our Lord made It perfectly clear 
that He worked by the power of 
God only, following the allegation 
with the m em orable words of the 
Key Verse, “ He who is not with 
m e is against me. . .” 
“ An Evil G eneration” 
In Luke 11:29 Jesus said. "This 
generation is an evil generation;* 
it seek* a sign. but no sign shall 
be given it except Ute sign of Jo­ 
nah." The analogy of Jonah being 
In the whale's belly three days, 
and Jesus in the tom b three days 


was the supposed sign. The Nine- 
vites 
of Jonah’s day, 
however, 
seem ed m ore alive to their oppor­ 
tunity than the Galilean* of Jesus' 
day. for they repented. 
The central though of the lesson 
has to do with the near-sighted, 
stubborn attitude of the Pharisees 
who were sticklers for form . The 
nam e “ pharisee” was originally a 
title of eminence but it has become 
a synonym for "hypocrite" Many 
of the Pharisees were hypocrites and 
for that Jesus was forced to con­ 
dem n them . 
He looked beneath 
their* cloak of respectability and 
saw' callousness, injustice, and even 
greed Most of them w ere not real­ 
ly bad men, but they were “ good 
men whose goodness had turned 
sour ” Tney were obscessed with 
the laws and Jewish logic of the 
past and were not willing to ac­ 
cept anything new. Jesus once said, 
"Every scribe who has been made 
a disciple to the kingdom of heaven 
is like a man that Is a householder, 
who brings forth out of his treasure 
things new and old.” 
The Pharisees stressed ritualism , 
the outw ard appearance, neglecting 
often the Inward spiritual aspects 
of everyday life. They were horri­ 
fied at the unconventionalities of 


Jesus and Hla disciples and bit­ 
terly took them to task for not ob­ 
serving the accepted rules. Not 
washing their hands or cleansing 
the vessels before eating according 
to the tradition of the elders was 
defilement to them. 
Neither could 
they understand or forgive Jesus 
for having called M atthew, * de- 
spised tax-gatherer, as one of the 
Twelve! 
And so the verbal conflict waged. 
Jesus tried to reason with them, 
explaining th at all evil comes from 
within and defiles * m an. As one 
w riter has well said: “ He (Jesus! 
wanted 
men 
to 
understand 
the 
searching truth that the great thing 
to be concerned with is what they 
are inside, not what they deal with 
outside. I t is not good form, but 
good intention, that can m ake an 
act beautiful and good " The crown­ 
ing Indignity w as when Matthew 
had a great feast rn his house and 
invited publicans and sinners. To 
climax It all, Jesus attended. The 
Pharisees flung this question at His 
disciples, “ W hat kind of a relig­ 
ious leader was this who did not 
hold him self apart from the com­ 
mon crowd?" Jesus had the a n ­ 
swer; “'niose w ho are well have no 
need of a physician, but those who 


ars sick; I have not come to call 
the righteous, but sinners to re­ 
pentance.” 


When Je^ua supped With a P har­ 
isee His host was astonished to 
see that He did not first wash be­ 
fore 
eating. 
Jesus 
reply 
was, 
“ Now! you Pharisees cleanse the 
outside of the cup and of the dish, 
but inside you are full of extortion 
and wickedness.” Then in Luke 
11:42-44 He rebuked them directly 
for neglecting “ JuMice and the love 
of God." He added that they ex­ 
pected "the best seats” in the syna­ 
gogue and compliments in public 
because of their high position. 
Are we today a.* eager for recog­ 
nition as the Pharisees? Do we 
crave prominence in church affairs 
and pride ourselves on doing the 
proper thing before the public eye? 
Do we welcome the less fortunate 
people into our churches? Are wre 
as concerned about our personal 
thoughts and relationship to Ood aa 
outward appearances? Do we real­ 
ize that outward form s of worship 
are often empty shells? 
Christians must be constantly on 
guard against drifting into insin­ 
cerity. by giving more attention to 
the profession of religion than to 
the practice of It.

REDS MAKE BIG 
10-YEAR GAINS; 
UNEASY FUTURE

WASHINGTON im—In the decade 
just ending — 1945-1955—com m u­ 
nism , on the m arch, has m ade tre ­ 
mendous advance. The West, try ­ 
ing to atop it, h a j lost ground. 
Question for the IO years be­ 
ginning Sunday: Will the West, par­ 
ticularly the United States, find a 
way to roll the Reds back or even 
keep them from advancing another 
inch? No one can claim his guess 
is good on this. 
Since the beginning of 1945 be­ 
tween 700 and 800 million people 
have been brought firm ly under 
com m unism by force: the Euro­ 
pean satellites, Yugoslavia, China, 
North K orea, North Viet Nam In 
Indochina, Outer Mongolia. 
Win By War 
The Reds won nowhere In free 
elections. They latched on to some 
places — the satellites — during 
the war. Others they took after­ 
w ards by civil w ar: China and 
North Viet Nam. Red governm ents 


have been established in all of 
them since the war. 
Nowhere has the West shaken 
I the R eds’ grip once they took hold. 
In a few places it stopped them 
when they reached out to grab. 
N evertheless, Red tactics forced a 
m onum ental change in Am erican 
1 thinking. 
The United States abandoned its 
I historic Isolation and got up to its 
neck in world affairs and foreign 
alliances. 
It m ade 
alliances 
in Europe, 
Asia, Latin Am erica, the Pacific. 
Since 1945 it has handed out over 
51 billion dollars in ald to friendly 
countries. 
There is no doubt the m ilitary al­ 
liances 
and 
the 
economic 
help 
stopped the Reds from even great­ 
er success. 
N« one can rightfully doubt the 
Reas will use force again when 
they think they can get away with 
it. But in tills decade West and 
E ast have developed such fantastic 
weapons they could destroy each 
other in all-out war. 
Will Keep Pushing 
F or th at reason the Reds m ay 
try a softer, but m ore tedious ap­ 
proach. For Instance, by sm iles 
and persuasion and promises of 
economic help, which they're using 
now in the vulnerable areas of 
Southern 
Aala 
and 
the 
Middle 
E ast.
